Following a presentation by Devon County 
Council’s minerals and waste policy officer, Andy 
Hill, and comments from some of the 130 local 
resident attending, Ottery Town Council resolved 
that they would object to the proposed Straitgate 
Farm site.

COLYFORD 

Crossing postponed 

FOLLOWING objections from Colyford residents, 
Devon County Council has decided to postpone the 
start of work on a toucan crossing. 

Ros Mills, public rights of way officer, said: ‘‘The 
county council has decided to postpone the start of 
the toucan installation works from mid April to mid 
June 2012 to allow officers to clarify the confusion 
and any resulting queries. 


THE EFFORTS and generosity of the Colyton com¬ 
munity in restoring the West Window of St An¬ 
drew's Church have been permanently recognised 
with a memorial plaque. 

An appeal to restore the grand window was 
launched in 2007. The window was originally con¬ 
structed in the 15th century measuring 19 by 30 
feet, surpassing the grandeur and size of any in the 
South West, which reflected Colyton's position of 
fourth wealthiest town in Devon at the time. It is 
among the most significant windows of any parish 
church in England. 
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HONITON 

Community centre 
fundraising launch 

SUPPORTERS gathered at the Mackarness Hall in 
Honiton to celebrate plans for the town's community 
complex finally gaining the green light from district 
council planners, after a 25 year battle. 

Organised by a group of supporters, the celebra¬ 
tory event also saw the official launch of a fundrais¬ 
ing campaign, which aims to raise £100,000 towards 
the cost of building the Beehive Community Com¬ 
plex at the Dowell Street car park. 

The Beehive Bazaar also saw the launch of the 
group's biggest fundraiser, a draw with 100 prizes. 

Attending the event was the Mayor of Honiton, 
Councillor Vernon Whitlock, who was joined by town 
councillors, former mayors, community groups and 
organisations who all came out in force to support 
the cause. 

Councillor Whitlock said: ‘‘The community com¬ 
plex has been talked about for the last 25 years. We 
have spent a long time battling for funding and plan¬ 
ning permission. Now we have planning permission 
it’s a case of getting funding in place." 

SIDMOUTH 

Water taxi plan 

PLANS for a pilot water taxi along the Jurassic Coast 
will be aired at a meeting of town council officials 
from across East Devon. 

The meeting is being held to discuss proposals for 
a water taxi linking Seaton and Sidmouth with other 
towns along the coast. 

Proposals will be discussed at the meeting of the 
East Devon and West Dorset Waterborne Transport 
Working Group scheduled for April 19th. 

The vessel initially earmarked for this service in a 
Jurassic Coast Partnership report would be able to 
carry up to 70 passengers.

Pulman’s View owners acquire 
nine title in Dorset and Somerset 


NINE community newspapers in Dorset and Somer¬ 
set have a new owner in Tindle Newspapers, which 
already publishes more than 200 titles. 

Tindle, a family-owned independent company, 
have acquired the View From Weymouth, View From 
Portland, View From Dorchester, View From Bridport, 
View From Beaminster and View From Lyme Regis 
from Lyme Media & Events in Lyme Regis. 

Tindle have also taken over the Lyme Media group 
of Weekender titles in Crewkerne, Chard and llmin- 
ster, where Tindle has no free newspapers. 

The titles will be published by Devon, Dorset and 
Somerset Series of Newspapers Ltd, a subsidiary of 
Tindle Newspapers Limited, publishers of the Pul¬ 
man’s View From titles in Axminster. 

Philip Evans, founder of the View From titles, has 
been appointed managing director, and will continue 
to run the operation from the Lyme Regis offices to¬ 
gether with Tindle’s Axminster-based newspapers 
in East Devon. 

All full-time staff at the two centres in Axminster 
and Lyme Regis will be retained with no job losses. 

The combined group will have a total of 15 titles in 
West Dorset, East Devon and South Somerset with 


a combined weekly distribution of 46,000 copies, 
making it a significant player in West Country pub¬ 
lishing. 

Sir Ray Tindle, chairman of Tindle Newspapers Lim¬ 
ited, said: “We are delighted to add the View From ti¬ 
tles to our expanding group of community 
newspapers. They fit perfectly with our ethos of 
hyper-local publications and have a strong reader- 
ship and loyal advertising base upon which we hope 
to build.” 

Jerry Ramsdale, managing director of Lyme Media 
& Events Ltd, said: “I am glad that I will be connected 
with the View From in the future as a director of the 
publishing company. I have thoroughly enjoyed my 
time in local publishing and it makes sense in the cur¬ 
rent difficult financial climate to bring all the titles in 
the area under one group. 

“I would like to pay tribute to the View From staff 
for their commitment over the past two years. They 
are a very talented team. I would also like to thank 
the advertisers and hope they will continue to sup¬ 
port the same continuing team together with Pul¬ 
man’s staff." j 


District borrows £84m 
to run its own homes 


THE LAST week of March 
saw a landmark day for social 
housing in East Devon, as 
EDDC borrowed £84.4 milli on 
in a switch to self-financing as 
part of the Localism Act. 

Meanwhile, the Council is cele¬ 
brating an enviable rate of rent col¬ 
lection from its tenants - over 99% 
average over the past 12 months. 

The £84.4 million was immedi¬ 
ately paid to the Treasury - the price 
of enjoying the future freedoms and 
flexibilities from central government 
control of our housing landlord serv¬ 
ices. The loan replaces the subsidy 
paid to Government each year. 

Improvements 

EDDC is borrowing the money 
over varying periods from the Public 
Works Loans Board with an average 
interest rate of 2.99 per cent, which 
includes a self-financing discount of 
0.85 per cent. The Council aims to 
pay the loans back as soon as possi¬ 
ble, whilst ensuring that it has suffi¬ 
cient funding to run an excellent 
landlord service. 

Because of the differential be¬ 
tween income and spending, EDDC 
hopes to be able to pump over half a 
million pounds into new social hous¬ 
ing in the district in the coming year. 
The council is working out how 
these differentials will work out over 
the 30-year period of the loan so that 
it can continue to invest significant 
amounts of savings into providing 
more social housing and in improve¬ 
ments to the current council housing 
stock. 

John Golding, EDDC’s Head of 
Housing, said: “It is an exciting de¬ 
velopment and should lead to signif¬ 
icant improvements in the services 
we can give to our tenants. Over the 
coming years, we will be able to in¬ 
vest more money in new kitchens, 
doors, and heating systems, as well 
as initiatives to provide affordable 
warmth and energy efficiency in ten¬ 
ants ’ homes. 

“We will also be funding more dis¬ 
abled adaptations, sheltered housing 
upgrades, and car parking improve¬ 
ments. We will also be investigating 
building more new council homes”. 

This has been made possible by 
changes to the way the Government 
treats Local Authorities with hous- 


East 


ing stock. Finance for council land¬ 
lord services has always been sepa¬ 
rate from the Council’s general fund 
(Council Tax) activities. Up to now, 
East Devon District Council’s Hous¬ 
ing Service was viewed by central 
government as having more than 
enough income to meet its expendi¬ 
ture needs - and so EDDC had to 
make a subsidy payment each year. 
Under the new legislation EDDC has 
to buy itself out of the subsidy sys¬ 
tem by taking on the £84 million 
loan. 

Modernisation 

John Golding again: “The reason 
we will be able to make improve¬ 
ments to the service is that the loan 
repayment is less than the Govern¬ 
ment subsidy payment would have 
been. So for 2012/13 our £6 million 
subsidy payment is replaced by a 


£3.3 million payment of interest and 
principal. Of the remaining £2.7 mil¬ 
lion, we will use £2 million towards 
modernisation and accelerating our 
plans for increasing the housing 
stock. We anticipate that the full 
amount of the loan will be repaid by 
2038. 

Councillor Miss Jill Elson, 
EDDC’s Cabinet Member for Sus¬ 
tainable Homes and Communities, 
said: “Although we now have a high 
level of debt, these are exciting times 
and present us with an opportunity to 
undertake the small backlog of mod¬ 
ernisation and improvement to our 
tenants’ homes, do more new build 
and property/land acquisitions, and 
generally improve our housing serv¬ 
ices for customers. 

“I’m also delighted that our tenants 
and housing officers together can 
take the credit for a really high per¬ 
centage of collecting rent payments 
during 2011-12. The end-of-year cal¬ 
culations show that we are averaging 
a 99.65% collection rate in East 
Devon, which must be one of the 
highest in the country. This is truly 
impressive in these difficult times. 
Well done to all concerned!”.

FOUNDED by a Rolls- 
Royce engineer and his 
wife, a charity supporting 
poor people in India 
shows no sign of slowing 
down as it approaches its 
20th birthday. 

On the contrary, the 
yearly fundraising has 
risen from about £1,000 in 
the early days to about 

£50,000 today. 

Retired Axminster 
residents Simon and 
Jean By worth 
founded Phoenix 
India thanks to a 
chain of events 
started in 1988. 

The story has been 
told more than once 

before in Pulman’s, but 
the couple’s continued 
success warrants another 
telling. 

Simon, then an 
engineering director with 
Rolls-Royce, and Jean 
lived in Derbyshire in 
1988. 

They decided to travel to 
Bangladesh to visit their 
daughter Christine, who 
was a missionary there. 

At the time, Simon and 
Jean worshipped at a 
church in Derbyshire, 
which had made a 
donation to a project in 
Nagpur, India, without 
receiving acknowledg¬ 
ment. 

As they would be in that 
part of the world anyway, 
the Byworths were asked

if they could visit Nagpur 
and check if the donation 
had arrived. 

Simon said: The 

communications weren’t 
so good then. We said yes 
but found out it was 1,000 
miles away, not exactly 
next door to where we 
were in Bangladesh.” 

But the mission was 
completed and the money 
had indeed arrived. 

It is unclear why there 
had been no 

acknowledgment, but it is 
possible someone had 
retrieved the letter from 
the postbox and removed 
the stamp. 

One stamp was a day’s 
wages, so it was unwise to 
use a post box instead of 
going to a post office. 

The visit to Nagpur, a 
city in central India, 
changed their lives. 

In Nagpur they met the 
Reverend Karim David, 
who helped poor and 
under-privileged people 
there. 

The By worths were 
inspired by the work, sent 
a private donation when 
they returned to the UK 
and became regular 
visitors.

explained: “Mr Byworth, 
changed by the 
experience, returned to 
England and asked Rolls- 
Royce for early 
retirement. Instead, he 
was promoted and moved 
to a job with more 
responsibility in Bristol. 

“But the company 
promised to release him 
after he’d completed his 
task there and later 


successfully nominated 
him for an OBE.” 

In the same report, Mr 
By worth was quoted as 
saying: “My somewhat 
academic concern for the 
poor altered. I thought, 
God has been good to me 
and given me a good brain 
and a good job. Now I 
want to put something 
back.” 

One thing led to another 
and they set up Phoenix 
India in 1994. 

Today Simon and Jean 
are life-presidents of the 


charity. They have made 
several trips to India and 
communications have 
steadily improved, which 
means the Byworths are in 
touch with Nagpur on a 
weekly basis through 
email and Skype. 

A sponsorship network 
of individuals and 
churches in the UK has 
been established, bringing 
in a total of about 
£50,000. 

External project funds 
are also sought on a 
regular basis. 


Mr Byworth explained: 
“We couldn’t do a great 
deal without forming a 
charity because you can’t 
attract funds in the same 
way.” 

How will the charity 
develop over next five- 
year period? Is it a case of 
consolidating or are there 
other plans ahead? 

Mr Byworth said: “The 
financial growth hasn’t 
levelled off yet, and we 
have to make sure it 
doesn’t level off.”

Irresponsible 
young people 
need to learn 
to ‘grow up’ 

■ MY disbelief was so great that I 
had to re-read Mike Jones’s letter 
(March 13th) several times over. 

That he regards public drug-taking, 
littering car parks with undesirable 
debris, speeding through the streets 
and anti-social behaviour as simply 
young people having fun and “just 
growing up” is beyond my 
comprehension.

If this fire was arson 
somebody needs help 


■ I HAVE only recently moved to 
Seaton and have been so fortunate 
to find a home at Cliff Castle 
looking over the sea and with views 
along to Haven Cliff and Beer 
Head. 

My grand-daughter asked if it was 
going to be my “Forever Home” 
and without hesitation I said 
“YES!” 

As a retired person, it has been 
easy to find friendly groups to join 
and I have been met with kindness 
everywhere. 

Imagine then my distress when 
just after midnight on Friday, 
March 30th (which happened to be 
my birthday), I was woken by 


flashing blue lights, three fire 
tenders and eventually more than 
20 fire personnel responding to the 
smoke and flames billowing from 
the little thatched shelter just over 
the road. 

I haven’t yet had time to research 
its age but have been told it’s a 
listed building. It certainly features 
in one of Ted Gosling’s photos of 
1925. 

As the three lads sitting on the 
bench up the hill early the next 
morning told me: “It’s a real shame. 
The old people liked to stop there 
after puffing up the hill from the 
town.” 

Yes, and it was a popular meeting 
place for young people of an 


evening, as witnessed by the empty 
cans and cigarette ends. 

But according to a council worker 
who came to clean up the debris of 
burnt straw, wire and ash, it was not 
a random cigarette end that did the 
damage, but an act of arson. 

Straw is waterproof and it would 
have had to have been “torched” 
from deep inside the roof. 

I lived in Brighton for many years 
and have seen some of the work 
that is done there with disaffected 
young people to help them have 
ownership of their space and 
respect for other people’s property. 

As a newcomer, I’d like to know 
what is being done for young 
people in and around Seaton. I have 


read recently of the organisation at 
Embercome, not far from Exeter, 
which has a variety of programmes 
that might be of interest. 

See www.embercombe.co.uk and 
I would be willing to do what I can in 
discussion groups to find ways to 
avoid such tragedies re-occurring.

If the returning officer decides the 
poll should take place, I for one will 
campaign vigorously to support the 
building of the Beehive Centre.

JOHN Streeting, Axminster Rector, writes: “We are in 
the middle of the most important week of the year for 
Christians, and by the time this is published we will 
have celebrated the joy of Easter. 

“Those 40 days of Lent can often feel a long, hard 
slog, but they are an important part of the discipline of 
being a Christian, and are not so much about what you 
give up, but what you take on. 

“Although we now call it Good Friday, that first Friday 
must have been the darkest and bleakest of days, and 
without the advantages of hindsight, the first Easter Day 
must have been even bleaker as the followers of Jesus 
thought their leader’s body had been stolen. 

“However, we know that Easter is all about Jesus 
conquering death, which has been the great message of 
hope for all who have believed for the past 2,000 years. 

“If you have been bereaved in recent times you will 
know how miserable life can seem at times. You may 
have lovely memories to look back on, which are a 
source of comfort, or you may have lost a loved one in 
tragic circumstances and can make no sense of what has 
happened.” 

To us all, the Christian message of Easter gives us the 
hope of being reunited with those we love in a world 
free of all pain and sorrow. 

• This week sees a collection of changes for church 
treasurers and others involved in money matters.

• WHAT exactly do the Lions do? 

They respond. If Honiton was hit by some form of inci¬ 
dent, natural or accidental, Lions international promise 
to get $10,000 in to the Honiton Loins club and the town 
for emergency purchases within 48 hours.

Thelma spots 
first swallow 

WELL, I’ve yet to see one, but reader Thelma Collier 
says she spotted a swallow flying near the river near 
Colyton on Friday, March 30th. 

Doubtless, the first birds are assembling along the 
coast line before setting out for their nesting sites. Last 
year we entertained only two pairs, as opposed to the 
four pairs the previous year, but hopefully this summer 
will see an increase in the number of nests in the bam. 

There has been a plentiful supply of insect life during 
the recent warm spell, but I rather suspect the current 
cold snap will have come as a shock to birds and insects 
alike. 

Suddenly, the countryside is greening and the 
hedgerows are splashed with the white flowers of the 
blackthorn. 

Here, judging by the swathes of white, we should be 
in line for a plentiful sloe gin harvest later in the year. 

Young rabbits are popping up on all sides and the 
garden birds are now in full nesting mode. A pair of 
blackbirds has built a nest in the centre of a bay tree by 
the kitchen, while a pigeon pair is assembling a flimsy 
twig-nest in the apple tree. 

Meanwhile, the new pond is suddenly beginning to 
come alive. Five little rudd dash round and in and out 
of the new oxygenating plants and an uncountable 
number of smooth newts have returned to the water 
from their winter hibernation quarters. 

Marginal plants have been put in place so that, by the 
end of the summer, the water will have begun to 
resemble its former natural appearance. 

If you’ve gasped in awe at the incredible BBC natural 
history programmes you now have a chance to obtain 
tuition from Tim Shepherd, a wildlife film-maker best 
known for his work on BBC’s Life and Frozen Planet 
programmes. 

Tim will be tutoring a wildlife film-making course on 
July 14th at the Devon Wildlife Trust’s Marsland nature 
reserve in North Devon. It’s a one-day course, aimed at 
beginners in wildlife filming and those who have their 
own video cameras and want to improve their 
techniques. 

The day will be spent working in small groups, 
filming the wide diversity of wildlife on this beautiful 
reserve. Running from 10am to 5pm, with lunch 
provided, the course will cost £99 per person and 
participants are encouraged to bring their own cameras 
and tripods. The course is organised by Bristol Wildlife 
Film-makers for Devon Wildlife Trust. For more 
information call 01392 279244. 

Meanwhile, if you’d like to discover more about the 
Fleet lagoon at the Chesil Bank Dorset WT nature 
reserve, boat trips being run from Easter will give 
visitors the chance to explore the largest saline lagoon 
in the UK, home to a variety of wildlife, including 
many rare species. 

The boat used, the Fleet Observer, is shallow-drafted 
with a glass bottom and specially designed to explore 
this unique region of the Jurassic Coast. 

The Fleet is home to 150 species of seaweed, some 30 
species of fish, numerous shellfish and, of course, terns, 
waders and wildfowl. 

One of the most interesting wetland sites in the 
country, the tranquillity of the lagoon on a warm, sunny 
day, the masses of flowering sea-pink and the unique 
views of the beach make this the perfect outing. 

The Fleet Observer sails daily from Easter, weather 
permitting, and the cost is adults £7, children £4 and 
under-threes free.

of staff in Axminster and 
Lyme Regis and have given 
the Pulman’s View series in 
East Devon a fresh look with 
increased local content and 
more features plus a new edi¬ 
tion for Sidmouth 

The Weekenders in East 
Devon have had to make way 
for the enlarged stable of 
View From papers, but they 
will continue to be published 
in South Somerset where 
they are very popular.

BBC expert visits rail club 


PAUL ATTERBURY, well-known for his BBC 
appearances, was the speaker at the March meeting of 
Thorncombe Rail Activities Club. 

His talk, Exploring Britain’s Lost Railways, visited 
many of the features that have disappeared from the 
scenery since the first great expansion in the 1840s. 

The talk was wide-ranging in its scope and dwelt on 
aspects such as social history and architecture. Paul has 
done much research on the history of railways and 
revealed many interesting facts, such as his first book on 
railways being requested by the Automobile Association 
and the fact that some 3,000 miles of track had 
disappeared between 1920 and the Beeching era in the 
1960s. 

Paul reminded members that most people only now 
remember part one of Beeching’s report, which dealt 
with the closure of uneconomic lines, and not part two, 


which recommended investment in extensive 
modernisation and technical improvement. 

This second part seems to have been ignored and then 
forgotten by the Government. 

Where lines have closed, the tell-tale signs can 
disappear surprisingly quickly. 

Farmers reclaim the land for raising crops where they 
can and the plough can remove all traces within a few 
years. 

The more massive infrastructure usually remains, 
however, and bridges and tunnels will often give clues 
to where the rails ran. Many of the lines have become 
cycle or walk routes, and can still be explored. 

April’s talk is by Richard Hood, and is entitled The 
Norfolk and Western Railway. This will be on 
Wednesday April 18th at 7.30pm in the village hall at 
Thorncombe.

Wakley (1795-1862) studied medicine and surgery at 
Guys and St Thomas’ Hospitals in London before going 
on to founded the internationally-famous research jour¬ 
nal, the Lancet. 

He subsequently was elected Coroner for West Middle¬ 
sex, influenced Charles Dickens at some of his inquests, 
and became MP for Finsbury, speaking for the Tolpuddle 
Martyrs in the House of Commons with his radical voice 


helping to obtain justice for their release. 

On Sunday, May 20th at 2.30pm there will be a short 
service in Membury church to celebrate his life. 

Throughout the day, Membury History Society will also 
hold an exhibition in Membury Village Hall called “Wak- 
leyiana”, illustrating his life and times. 

Everyone is welcome, especially Wakeleys, Wakleys, 
Waklies and Wackleys, The exhibition will be attended 
by David Sharp, retired Lancet journalist, who will pres¬ 
ent material and drafts of his new Lancet Biography of 
Thomas Wakley.

A centre worthy of

N EWS is expected

factory in the 1700s 
with King George 111 
visiting in 1789. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the factory 
burnt down in 1828 and 
the business never re¬ 
ally from this set-back 
and went out of busi¬ 
ness a few years later. 

It wasn’t until 1937 
that the late Harry Dut- 
field revived the carpet 
making tradition in the 
town and put Axmin¬ 
ster on the world map, 
the business now being 
run by his son, Simon, 
and grandson Josh. 

With the expected 
opening of the heritage 
centre, Axminster mu¬ 
seum will be moving 


from its present home 
in the Old Courthouse, 
another building which 
has featured strongly in 
the history of the town. 

The site in Church 
Street was aquired not 
long after the launch of 
Pulman’s Weekly News

PLENTY OF ROOM FOR BALLROOM DANCING 
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Tale Valley Community Theatre 
perform next show at Ley hill 

GOING to the theatre is a well understood routine but Tale Valley Community Theatre’s latest production is 
far from routine. Set in Leyhill, a very old, large house in Payhembury Parish this site-specific production com¬ 
prises separate, ten-minute scenes capturing the history of the house and what did happen or may have happened 
at Leyhill at seven points in its history. Each scene occurs in a different location in and around the house and 
adjacent buildings. The audience is split into seven groups, each led by a guide who ensures that only one group 
witnesses a scene at any one time. The actors and musicians therefore perform seven times a night - twenty- 
eight performances over the four-night run. 

In 1349 we see Payhembury priest Master Peter on his deathbed as he suffers the final stages of the Black 
Death. In 1549 a Cornish Archer, badly wounded and fleeing from the Battle of Fenny Bridges - part of the 
Prayer Book Rebellion - takes refuge in the wagon house with unexpected outcomes. Following scenes from 
1588 when England was under threat of Spanish invasion, 1608 when John Willoughby yearned for a son to 
inherit Leyhill and a hilarious mix up in 1800 when two local minor poets hope to meet Samuel Taylor Coleridge 
at Leyhill, we experience the heart rending state of women in 1916 who wait for news of their men folk fighting 
in the trenches. We also experience a scene from 2012 as workmen struggle to make computerised machine 
tools produce a complicated wooden component. Audience groups will also come across children from three 
eras who play and sing the games and songs of their times. 

Most of the scenes are threaded with music and song and the evening ends with a spectacular finale, with 
Leyhill house as the backdrop, involving most of the eighty-five people engaged in making and presenting this 
very unusual theatrical experience. 

Director, John Somers says of this play: “TVCT is known for its original work and ‘Leyhill ’ takes this rep¬ 
utation into new dramatic territory. The scenes are based firmly on two years of research in the Somerset and 
Devon Record Offices. Some intriguing material was discovered and this research was the base on which the 
six playwrights developed the scenes. 

As with ‘Hollyhayes ’, last year’s production staged in a bam and which told the story of friction and dissent 
in a farming family, tickets for Leyhill are expected to sell out before its first night, so booking is essential. 
The ticket, which comprises a 
cleverly designed information 
pack which gives essential con¬ 
textual information about each 
scene, will be delivered prior to 
your attendance so that you can 
gain knowledge which will en¬ 
hance your experience of the 
performance.

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Blues for all tastes at Square and Compass 

DAVE Saunders of Mojo Promotions once again brings some truly international acts to our area over the next few weeks 
and is anxious that advance tickets are booked to be sure you can get in! First off at the Square + Compass, nr Ilminster is 
Chris Jagger and his Acoustic Roots on Friday, April 13th. 

Chris’s career, unlike his brother has spanned many fields in the artistic spectmm, from clothes design and theatre to jour¬ 
nalism. His first records were made during the 1970s for David Geffen of Asylum Records in Fos 

Angeles and he toured the USA and the UK. He revitalised his song writing in the late 1980s when he worked in France 
as lyricist for producer Franck Fangolf (Vanessa Paradis) and helped brother Mick out on the Rolling Stones acclaimed al¬ 
bums ‘Dirty Work’ and then later ‘Steel Wheels.’ Chris decided to then concentrate on his own material and the result was 
the critically acclaimed Sequel C.D. ‘Atcha!’ in 1994, a mix of Cajun style graced with Chris’s individual brand of song 
writing with contributions from Dave Gilmour (Pink Floyd) and Dave Stewart (Eurythmics) and a touch of brother Mick 
on ‘Stand Up for The Foot.’ 

‘Act of Faith’ released in 2005 on SPV, brought Chris and his music to a wider audience in Europe, Australia, Japan and 
Canada where he appeared at the Montreal Jazz Festival in 2007. Besides writing and touring Europe with his band, Chris 
has recently written and presented a three part series for BBC Radio on Alexis Komer, the pioneering blues musician and 
broadcaster. 

He has also finished a film for Sky Arts on the blues in Austin Texas with guest contributions from some of the finest and 
most respected blues musicians including Muddy Waters pianist Pine Top Perkins, Hubert Sumlin who worked with Howlin’ 
Wolf and guitarist Jimmy Vaughan.

Every bit the show tune, Gypsy's operatic vocal warbling combines with the show- 
band musical backing perfectly, and would not be out of place in any stage produc¬ 
tion of the classic show. 

The second half of the album begins with Gypsy delivering a fantastic acapella 
rendition of 'Amazing Grace', John Newton's hymn so famous throughout the Eng¬ 
lish speaking world.

Featuring 
stirring vocals in perfect partnership with the dramatic musical backing, this an¬ 
other example of a performance which would blend seamlessly into the stage show. 

The final cover of the album is the classic pop ballad ' You Don't Have To Say 
You Love Me', the 60s hit for Dusty Springfield. With a similar arrangement to 
Dusty's original, the song's natural rising dynamic fits to Gypsy's delivery. 

The second original on the album, 'This Isn't Goodbye ' features Gypsy's vocals 
at their best - soaring, operatic and emotion filled.

'PURPLE Album' is the latest recording from the mesmerising and unique local singer Gypsy Watkins, featuring 
three original pieces, as well as a selection of well known covers. 

The album begins with the classic opera piece 'Time To Say Goodbye', written by Francesco artori and Lucio 
Quarantotto, and made famous by Andrea Bocellia and Sarah Brightman. Gypsy tackles the somewhat awkward 
vocal arrangement with great ease, reaching the songs highest notes perfectly, and giving a beautifully pro¬ 
nounced rendition of the Italian lyrics.

At this stage things looked a little 
bleak for the visitors but, all credit to 
them, they rolled up their sleeves and 
got back into the contest when, after 
several minutes of pressure, Ben Web¬ 
ber left his wing and ran a good angle 
to line to score halfway out. 

The try remained unconverted and, 
although Honiton continued to give as 
good as they got for much of he re¬ 
mained of the half, it was Sidmouth 
who had the last word. 

The ball came to Higgs on the visi¬ 
tors' twenty-two and he accelerated 
down the outside channel to score an 
unconverted try to give his side a 24-5 
lead at the halfway stage. 

At this juncture a heavy shower 
made the playing of open rugby very 
much more difficult and, although the 
visitors won the territorial battle by a 
significant margin during the second 
period, the home defence coped well.
